In general, Pravda 's comment, though sharp, especially on the 
religious question, did not go to the extremes of invective sometimes 
present in Soviet material on the Secretary. Its tone and content is 
essentially similar to the currently steady stream of Soviet output on 
the Copenhagen meeting in which the Secretary is depicted as "ardently" 
opposed to a summit conference, to measures of nuclear dis armament and 
to relaxation of tension and a3 "ardently" devoted to "the policy of 
strength" and to "brinksmanship."
